The Bourbon Company sold for the 
same period a total of 2.199.410 
pounds for fl.202.2Si.69. an aver- 
age of $54.66. The total sales on 
the Paris market for the season 
reached the figures of 3.692.475 
pounds, representini; a money Value 
of 91*971.671. SS, a season average 
of $55.01.

The en- 
tire crop was sold to a speculator ar 
eighty-five cents a pound.

Jan. 5. ~ Injec- 
tlon <4^the i^rsonality and the polit- 
ical views of William Jeiinings 
Bryan into the existing situation Is 
been as a disturbing factor to offi- 
cials of the Democratic National 
Committee, under the auflfiees of 
which body the Jackson Daf dinner 
is to be staged next week/ ■ 

The Nebraskan, it is said, has 
been working with oharacteristic 
skill upon a publicity campaign, ap- 
parently intending to reach the cli- 
max when he takes the floor and de- 
livers what la iateadod to he a key- 
note speech to the aaacpnbled party 
represen tati ves. 

Danger to the party prospects for 
1920 is seen, and preparations are 
being made to overcome it. The 
Nebraskan pictures the party as be- 
ing in a perilous condition and need- 
ing strong aid. Those whose regard 
for Bryan and his policies is not 
deep have said that he resembles the 
famouB Arkansas doctor who threw 
his fatlaato iato Ito because he was 
"strong on ewiaf eoavnlsions." 

The issue nitioahl leaders will 
meet la whathor or aot Mr. Bryan 
GhaU bo fotaattoi to act aa the 
prophet aad oajoaadar tor tka Mrty 
and to aaanme an vnaoUelted direc- 
tion of its affaira 

It is early to be writing platforms 
according to those objectors to the 
Nebraskan's tactics, who draw at- 
tention to the fact that President 
Wilson's administration is not at an 
end and that a number of problems 
growing out of the war remain to be 
solved. 

There will be a large array of 
members of Congress, Governors 
and Cabinet officials, it is said, who 
will be fully as competent to discuss 
poliUcal ■nhjoeto aa tho toipner Sec- 
retary oC State.

in 1919, approximately 5,000 active 
operators engaged in oil develop- 
ment, and an approximate output 
of 1,000,000 barrels a ponth, the oil 
industry of Kentucky has rapidly 
grown from one shallow well in the 
Irvine field to thousands of wells 
pouring out oil to the pipe lines of 
twenty-one common carriers in Ken- 
tucky fields. 

The fact that approximately one 
niilliou barreld of oil are produced 
in Kentucky montlily, represents a 
$3,250,000 inconje to the State 
(monthly, with indications for a big- 
ger production for 1920. 

The development of five new fields 
in Kentucky within ten months of 
1919 and the discovery of a large 
gas field in Eastsra KMitudty are 
features of activities of oil opera- 
tors in Kentucky. 

At the beginning of the 1919 de- 
velopment, the Big Sinking pool in 
Lee county in Sastem Kentucky, 
was recognized as the most pioduo- 
tlve field in Kentucky. Within .six- 
months a second pool in Lee county 
known as the Hell Creek section 
waa leased up with immediate de- 
velopiment and this pool is recogniz- 
ed as one of the best in the State. 

The development of the Allen-

The 
famous Camp ton wells in Wolfe 
oounty drilled In 17 yehrs ago are 
.still pumpinif. " One well completed 
in 1903 is still running 8 barrels of 
oil daily with indications of contin- 
ued production. The whole Eastern 
Kentucky field has heeh dedared 
favorably tong-lived by expert geo- 
logrists. 

The development of new fields in 
Kentucky which are rapidly becom- 
ing recognized as heavy producers 

will feature activities for 1920. The 
unprecedented increase in price of 
of crude oils in 1919, due to de- 
creased production from other fields 
throughout the United States and to 
the (marked decrease of approxi- 
mately 750,000 barrels daily in Mex- 
ican production, will mean more ex- 
tensive drilling in the Kentucky 
fields, famous fOr a superior grade 
of crude oil, known as the Som- 
erest which is ranking fourth in 
high grade oils. 

The recent increase of 25 cents a 
barrel declared Monday. December 
22, hy the oil markets, (marked the 
fourth increase in 1919, and will 
mean an additional 1250.000 in- 
crease in monthly returns to 1.500 
oil companies operating In Ken- 
tucky. 

Thomas M. Owsley, manager of 
the ^Centucky Oil Exchange, who 
has made an extensive study of the 
oil developjment of Kentucky, said 
the increase of crude oils will mean 
an extensive drilling campaign in 
the Kentucky fields for 1920, as 
many operat9rs will see the advant- 
ages of driving for Mgh prieed 
crude oil in shallow wells. 

Mr. Owsley has predicted the 
Sofmerset grade will sell for 13.50 
within six months. The develop- 
ments of Morgan, Menifee and 
goffin counties in the eastern fields 
will feature the work in that iiool in 
the opinion of Mr. Owsley.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.-- An army 
of 85,000 enuimerators commenced 
pvoniptly at 9 o'clock Friday the 
work of counting the men, women 
and children of the United States 
and of eollecttnir certain informa- 
tion lUKmt reeources of the country-. 
Figures showing the total popula- 
tion probably will not be "Hvailable, 
however, until the end of April. 

The county is expected to dhow a 
r^pulation of from 107,000.000 to 
112.000,000, as compared with 93,- 
000,000 in 1910. Cards will be col- 
I lected by 372 supei'visors and for- 
I w arded to headquarters here, where 
4,000 clerks will be enga^d in the 
tabulation work. Officials expect to 
be able to make a prelipiinary esti- 
mate of the population of the larger 
cities by the middle of Maroh, but 
rtlarn tor the country districts will 
not be comvteled until taitar. 

ThaM, the f onrteentii deeomial Mn- 
sus, is the first to be taken dorins 
the winter months. While serere 
weather may be a handicap in some 
sections, the change was piade in or- 
der that the enumeration might be 
completed before the election pri- 
maries of the summer season.

IB Jvne^ infl^ the ascend Division 
was otdHTsd fken a quiet sector of the 
weetem firont near Verdun to the 
western tngle of tiie great Mame sa- 
lient the German offensive of March 
to June had created In the French line.' 
Foch had sensed the impending Lu- 
dendorf thrust that was to win Paris 
and a victorious peace, and he was 
assembling all his available soldiers 
to meet It, The carrying out of this 
order by the Second Division involvetl 
a march of less than 100 miles, 97 to 
be exact. Yet 80 per cent of the cold- 
blooded horses of the artillery brigade 
succumbed to the rigors of this more- 
date march without having come tmder 
gunfire. Upward of half the horses 
that dropped out of line were so com- 
pletely done up they were unfit to be 
sent to base stations for recoperstion 
with the ultlauile object at ^TCbalBiBf 
to service. 

The French divisions that accom< 
jpanied the American divisions on this 
march lost no more then five per cent 
of their homes.

Second Divisi9n Suffers. 

Because of the cnilapse of its horse 
equipment and artillery brigade of ihe 
Second Division did not reach its ob- 
jective until a day after the great 
struggle that wa?? to terminate in the 
jyhiniQg appeal of the German army 
tot ah armistice In October had begun. 
The Second Division Jfought the first 
day without artillery protection gnd 
suffe>*ed outrageously in conseqiaence. 
The artillery brigade reached the sone

quarter breds. The French were in 
; a position 1<» furnish Uipse indispensa- 
', ble aninials i)(>caus»' up to the liegln- 
' ning of March tlie war had heen a 
! war of position rather than a war of 
■ movement and no hard deniaiid had 
been made on the artillery and cavalry 
horse reserves of the French army. 

When the great war came to its un- 
expected finish the United States had 
under arms, at home and abroad, 
some 3,700.000 soldiers, of which 
974,000 were infantry, 394,00 were 
englneer.s, 389.000 were field artillery, 
but only 29,000 were cavalr>'. Tlie 
fl^d Mtillery was horsed after a fssh 
ion. So was the engineer centingem . 
But ttie quality of the horses that 
served the Held artillery and the en- 
gineer contingent generally was no 
better, If, indeed. It was a|e» good, than 
was tlie (luality of the horses that failed 
the artillery brigade of the Secontl 
Division In the mardi from Verdun to 
the Marne salient. 

Our Cavalry Not Th^ere. 

For "such niass's of infantry and 
artillotv there shoidd have been 25<i.- 
000 to 300,000 cavalry, ncrordinjr to tlic 
most advanced military opinion in tlie 
Unite<l States and abroad. Yet only 
an insigniflcant fraction of tlie absurd 
ly small moinfifed c<Mitingent of tli<> 
gigantic military establishment of the 
United States of November 1st, 1W8— 
the second, third, sixth and fifteenth 
cavalry regiments — ^was in France. 
3iIost of our troopers were pa- 

trolling the Blexlcan frontier. More- 
over only a moiety of the so-called 
An\^'riou) rjwulry forces In France 
was mounted. At no time was it pos- 
sihle to cfuiiplefely horse the second, 
rhird, sixth and fifioonth reglmenr.s. 
The trooi>ers of these j-e;;inionts. when 
they were not serving with iwacliiiu' i 
gun contintrrnts, wero gnar;liii>r niuir- 
tions and quartermaster's stores. This 
condition v. as due to the di.sgraceful 
fact that the United Siates had no 
suitable niount< for its t avalry. Frarico 
and Great Britain, to insure prompt 
and effective co-oixTation by ilie 
American grand units in tlie sreat 
coimter oflensive of F(>«'h mitrht sp.irc 
serviceable artillery horses of the half 
and three-quarter bred types he<'ause. 
as had already heen pointed out, the 
struggle for c-ivili/ation up to the be- 
ginning of 1918 on the wt'<!tein front 
had bi*en for tlte most pan a war of 
position mther than one of maneuver. 
Their reserves of artillery horses hud 
not been exhausted. But neither 
France nor Great Britain felt disposed 
to equip wUh horses the cavalry of an 
army that should have entered the con- 
fli. t with the best mounted and best 
ei^uipped cavalry ta be found on Che 
planet.
